Avoid ‘single-issue’ spirituality, 
archbishop tells charismatics

the ‘Catholic Charismatic Conference 
here Oct. 2-4. 

Archbishop May, in an opening 
address, noted that a spirituality that 
is truly integral “must be truly 
liturgical, part of the official worship 
of God’s full Church. That worship, of 
course, is bound up totally and 
integrally with the word of God, the 
Bible. The liturgy is saturated and 
shot through with the word of God. 


“OUR SPIRITUALITY must be that, 
in tune always with the praise of the 
whole Church, with its full belief, its 
faith, its doctrine. Because whatis not 
in full accord with that cannot be from 
the spirit. One who truly lives and 
understands that true faith, and that 
true worship, is truly renewed,” he 
said. 

Spirituality must be deeply 
personal, he continued. “Jesus 
warned again and again about 
formalism, empty ceremonies, and

unless we have truly personal prayer 
— which is what this (charismatic) 
renewal has taught so beautifully, 
effectively, graphically to the Church . 
_-in-our time, the need among Catholics. 
especially for truly personal prayer — 
unless there is that, then so often the 
liturgy can be so much empty form.” 


The archbishop said, for instance, 
that by-receiving Jesus in the 
Sacrament of Reconciliation or in the 
Eucharist, Christ is received as 
personal savior. “That’s why every 
week, every Catholic should ina true 
sense be born again, for the week 
ahead, renewed in the spirit...,” he 
added. 


SPIRITUALITY “must always Strive 
for the greater things and that of 
course means love. ‘And ifa man says 
he loves God and does not love his 
neighbor he’s a liar,’” Archbishop 
May said. 


Benedictine Father Luke Rigby, 
prior at St. Louis Priory, said Christ 
expects the faithful to go before Him 
for healing and forgiveness.. 


“He expects us to come before Him 
so that we might be empty, to be filled 
by Him. So that we might be freed 
from so much that holds us back, that 
we may be freed for Him. That we may 
be silent in our hearts, so that we can 
hear His still, small voice. That we 
may be cleansed, to stand before the 
all holy God,” Father Rigby said. 


“BELIEVE and live — the sort of 
belief that empowers us with the 
power of the Holy Spirit, to live 
through anything that befalls us; in 
the Father’s love, in the lordship of 
Jesus, and in the power of the Spirit.”

The seven-month hunger strike by 
Irish 
Republican Army and another 
guerrilla group, which claimed the 
lives of 10 men in Northern Ireland’s 
Maze Prison, ended Oct. 3. Of the 
strike itself, Bishop Eamon Casey of 
Galway said the Irish Bishops 


“wanted it ended, at any cost.” 


Some of the strikers’ demands were 
granted the following day to all 
prisoners by British authorities; they 
did not get the “political prisoner” 
status they were after, however. But 
the tone of news reports coming out 
of Belfast seemed to indicate that 
many Catholics were accusing their 
clergy of selling out the prisoners and 
their families. 


“WE HAVE BEEN robbed of the 
hunger strike as an effective protest 
weapon because of the successful 
campaign waged against our 
distressed relatives by the Catholic 
hierarchy,” the six striking prisoners 
are reported to have said the day they 
called off their protest.

There is no question that the 
hunger strike gained the IRA outside 
support, said Shannon. While Irish 
Americans have sent much in the way 
of financial aid to the strikers’ 
families, charges have been made 
that U.S, money has purchased guns 
for the IRA. That charge has been 
denied by local Irish leaders who 
favor Ulster’s independence from 
Britain; some admit privately that 
money. to strikers’ families has at least 
freed other money to purchase arms. 


Shannon, who was in the Northern 
Irish capital with his wife this past 
August, recounted a confrontation 
with a nine-man British patrol armed 
with automatic weapons going from 
door to door. “Saigon was not as bad 
as the Catholic sections of Belfast,” 
said the Vietnam veteran, who 
described the Catholic neighbor- 
hoods as “literally a war zone strewn 
with rubble, and burned out

‘RAIN OF DEATH’ — About 300 
Chicago priests, calling for a halt to 
the nuclear arms race, signed a 
statement criticizing the build-up of 
U.S. and Soviet nuclear weapons 


which “threatens a rain of death upon: 


helpless people.” The statement 
called for “a national defense that 
defends its citizens against loss of 
food and unemployment and one that 
enables its people and all people of 
the world to live in peace, free from 
the terror of nuclear weapons.” 


BISHOP DIES — Bishop Samuel, 
one of the five bishops recently 
named by the Egyptian government 
to administrate the Coptic Orthodox 
Church, died from wounds received 
during the assassination of President 
Anwar Sadat. The Coptic bishop was 
on the reviewing stand near Sadat 
Oct. 6 when the assassination took 
place. In early September Sadat had 
stripped Pope Shenouda III of state 
recognition as head of the church, 
replacing him with Bishop Samuel 
and four other bishops.to adminis- 
trate the church. The move was part 
of Sadat’s crackdown of political and 
religious dissidents. 


ABORTIONS TRIPLE — Abortions 
performed in Italy last year totalled 
800,000, roughly equaling the 
number of live births, according to 
the Italian Association for Contracep- 
tion and Sexual Education, a private 
agency. The abortion total was more 
. than three times the 1980 figure 
released by the Italian Statistical 
Institute, and was criticized by Italy’s 
national Catholic newspaper, 
Avvenire, as exaggerated. However, 
Dr. Luigi Pernicola, of the obstetrics 
department at the University of 
Rome, said the actual figure is 
probably higher because of the 
number of illegal abortions still 
performed.

TAX PLAN ‘TRAGIC’ — Archbish- 
op John L. May has described the 
recent proposal by the Reagan 
administration to change pending 
tuition tax credit legislation to 
exclude poor families as “tragic.” He 
told 350 high school teachers that the 
administration has proposed elim- 
inating tuition tax credits for those 
families who pay little or no taxes. 


Vatican 


‘A NEW HUMANITY’ — Lay Catho- 
lics must be “witnesses to a new 
humanity” and help to promote “a 
new international order,” Pope John 
Paul Il said. Ina French-language talk 
to members and consultors of the 
Pontifical Council for the Laity, the 
pope also warned priests against 
“temptation to become a leader in the 
political, union, or social arena.” 


COST REVEALED — Officials at 
the Vatican and at the Gemelli Poly- 
clinic in Rome refused to confirm 
reports that the pope’s 77-day stay at 
the hospital cost the Vatican nearly 
$40,000. The hospital confirmed that 
a bill had been submitted to the 
Vatican, and the Vatican said the 
pope, like other high officials at the 
Vatican, has no health insurance. But 
neither would comment on the 
amount of the bill, calling the 
information “a private matter.” 


SHAKES HANDS — Ignoring secu- 
rity advice, Pope John Paul II entered 


.St. Peter's Square in his white jeep 


and spent nearly 15 minutes 
standing unprotected in the vehicle 
shaking hands with people in the 
crowd. It was the first papal general 
audience at the Vatican since May 13 
when the pope was seriously 
wounded in an assassination attempt. 
The square was surrounded by nearly 
two miles of wood barricades and 
guarded by hundreds of police 
officers using metal detectors and 
conducting body searches.

to new Valley Center parish

VALLEY CENTER — A new parish 
is taking shape amidst the orange and 
avocado groves of this rural 
community north of Escondido. And 


‘the emphasis at St.Stephen’s 


Catholic community is on community 
— strengthening what already exists 
and building upon that. 


“Community is a word | didn’t start 
to use, but it came about,” said Father 
Roger Lechner, pastor at St. Stephen. 
“But the word says who we are and 
who we want to be.” 


BEFORE FATHER Lechner arrived 
here this past February, Valley Center 
Catholics had to travel to Escondido 
to attend Mass (they were part of 
Resurrection parish there) or to Pala 
or Pauma Indian Reservations, where 
the Verona Fathers staffed several 
parishes. 


“We were really like orphans until 
we got our own priest,” said Gil Lau, 
president of the Pastor’s Council of 
Ministries, which is what Father 
Lechner has named his parish 
council. “We belonged to Resur- 
rection parish, but there was so much 
territory to cover and we are so 
isolated that we never had a feeling of 
really belonging to the Church.” 


Now that they have their own parish 
and priest, as well as the nucleus of a 
physical parish plant and the 
usual activities and programs most 
other parishes have, the families of St. 
Stephen are genuinely excited about 


_what’s happening. “We're exuber- 


ant,” said Mrs. Virginia Neal, CCD 
coordinator; “Terrific,” said Tony 
Jacquez, evangelization coordinator 
— and they are adding to their 
number. 


LENTEN MASSES were celebrated 
in parishioners’ homes, and for the 
first time Valley Center's Catholics 
began to worship together in their 
own parish; the women are still 
continuing to make Father Lechner’s 
vestments, the number of altar boys 
has grown from three to 18, the boys 
and girls have formed their own youth 


group to serve the parish, a school of 


religion has been organized, the 
Pastor's Council of Ministries has 
begun to shoulder the administrative 
and financial operation of the parish, 
and the adults are contributing their 
treasures and talent as the parish 
Starts to take shape. | 


The parish itself is now housed ina 
4,000-square-foot residence on a

little less than five acres of land; itis a 
combination rectory, office, chapel, 
and meeting hall. A 2,000-square-foot 
basement will be converted into a 
social hall and a nearby 2-bedroom 
building will be a CCD center with 
classrooms and a social facility for 
the young people in the parish. 
Weekend Masses in both English and 
Spanish are offered in nearby rented 
facilities, but a permanent’ church 
building is still a bit in the future. 


“Right now we havea parish debt of 
$335,000 for land and buildings. This 
is a loan from Bishop Maher which 
will have to be paid back in the 
diocese before we begin thinking 
about a church of our own,” said 
Father Lechner. Neighboring 
parishes have helped the new one get 
started, he noted. St. Michael in 
Poway gave $50,000 as an outright gift 
and another $31,000 was contributed 
by Resurrrection parish. In addition, 
Resurrection also forwarded another 
$19,000 that Valley Center residents 
had raised over the years toward the 
establishment of their own parish. 


THE KEY TO a successful, vibrant 
parish is the parishioners themselves, 
Father Lechner feels, and for that 
reason he has named his parish 
council a Pastor’s Council of 
Ministries. “| am impressed by their 
Own awareness of what has to be 
done without having to ask for it,” he 
said. 

“We are small and like a family

The survivors 


it you wish to love Christ, spread your charity over the 
earth, for the members of Christ are all over the world. 
—St. Augustine 


The above quote from St. Augustine reminds us that 
next Sunday, Oct. 18, is Mission Sunday. Mission Sunday 
is a call to love the “have nots” in our world. 


Most of us are aware that famine exists in several parts of 
the world. A number of short-term proposals to avert 
immediate starvation for millions and long-range 
suggestions to enable the blighted areas to become self- 
supporting have been presented. 


To deal with the world’s hungry, a suggestion and an 
analogy have been made which first terrified and then 
angered the people in the famine-threatened countries. 


The suggestion is that the situation is so bleak in the — 


afflicted areas that, since no amount of immediate help can 
prevent mass famine, the “have” nations are justified in 
denying aid to the “have not” countries. The attitude 
justified is while we regret it very much, there is nothing 
you can do, so many of you will have to die. 


The analogy is that of the lifeboat. The capacity of the 
lifeboat is limited to a certain number of survivors. If this 
Capacity is surpassed and the boat overloaded, there will 
be no survivors at all. Everyone will drown. 


The people in the “have not” countries are being told, by 
this suggestion and analogy, that they are not really worth 
helping. 

| read recently that the thesis has been advanced that 
there is a real possibility that the “have not” countries 
which possess an atomic or nuclear capacity will even 
threaten to unleash this ultimate terror — if a sharing of 
vital resources does not occur. 


Our impassivity toward the starvation of other human 
beings may escalate to insensitivity regarding the quality 
of life on this planet — and insensitivity toward the quality 
of life on this planet may create insensitivity to life itself. 


We must repudiate this infamous suggestion and 
invalidate this insidious analogy. 


One way of helping people in the “have not” countries to 
have a chance for a better life — to have achance for life at 
all — is to give to the Mission Sunday collection next 
Sunday in your parish. 


Mission Sunday is a day of prayer and sacrifice for the 
Church in the missions. On this day a large portion of the 
worldwide finances of the Propagation of the Faith is 
collected. These funds make it possible for almost 140,000 
priests, Sisters, and Brothers of the missions to help those 
who desperately need their help — our help. 


Our faith tells us that we are united in Christ as His 
brothers and sisters, and as family to one another. This 
being so, the people in Uganda, India, Thailand, 
Madagascar, and all the other “have not” regions of the 
world are members of our family. 


Pray for them — and there are millions of them all over 
the world. Pray for the missionaries who labor to make the 
lives of the poor more worthy of their dignity as children of 
God. 


We must build human dignity — not lifeboat theories of 
survival. One step toward the human dignity is making a 
sacrifice on Mission Sunday.

‘That superior dimension...’ 


CASTELGANDOLFO, Italy (NC) — Pope John Paul I! 
made his first parish visit in more than five months last 
Sunday, traveling a few yards outside the gates of his 
summer residence to St. Thomas Villanova parish in 
Castelgandolfo for an 8 a.m. Mass. 


Basing his homily on a Mass reading from St: Paul’s 
letter to the Philippians, Pope John Paul told the 
Castelgandolfo parishioners to guard against “‘a 
materialistic and secularistic attitude.” 


“Many are seduced by a materialistic and secularistic 


attitude, which does not pay attention to that superior - 


dimension of man,” the pope added. “It is necessary to 
guard against these secularistic views.” 


Pope John Paul’s Angelus talk centered on the 19th 
anniversary of the opening of the first session of the 
Second Vatican Council on Oct. 11, 1962. 


“One could say that the Second Vatican Council was the 
council of the Christian vocation,” the pope said. “Let us 
pray that the divine light, through its teaching, may 
penetrate our minds and our hearts.” 


The day before Pope John Paul had met in the audience 
hall of his residence with members of the Permanent 
Council of the world Synod of Bishops. The group was 
made up of five cardinals and six archbishops, including 
Archbishop Joseph Bernardin of Cincinnati. 


The council had just completed a week-long meeting to 
prepare a working document for the 1983 synod on 
“reconciliation and penance in the mission of the Church.” 


“The anguish of our times and the errors of souls, the 
doubts and even the desperation would be notably 
mitigated and diminished if men could recover the true 
freedom of the spirit, if they would become aware of their 
natural inclination toward evil as well as of the certain hope 
that light and salvation can come from the merciful God,” 
Pope John Paul said. :

Fundamentally nonviolent 


Headlines blaming “Islamic fundamentalists” for the 
assassination of Egyptian President Anwar Sadat have 
given non-believers reason to question the value of 
religion in modern society. 


Religious violence is certainly nota recent development. 
The Hebrew Scriptures record in detail the military 
exploits of the Chosen People as they fought to gain the 
land promised them by Yahweh. 


Violence was part of the Christian religious experience 
from the start, but Jesus and His disciples were its victims, 
not its perpetrators. Only later, as religious authority 
became allied with secular power, did Christians have an 
opportunity to perform violent deeds to advance their 
religious causes. The Crusades and Spanish Inquisition 
illustrate the possibility of religious violence within the 
Christian tradition. 


Fundamentalism insists on the literal truth and strict 
observance of the Scriptures which serve as the basis of 


one’s religious belief. In Judaism, the Torah is . 


emphasized; in Islam, the Koran; in Christianity, the 
Gospels. Christian fundamentalism calls for strict 
observance of the words and deeds of Christ. While a 
liberal interpretation of the Gospels might allow self- 


_defense or a so-called “just war,” a strict interpretation of 


the Gospels would seem to exclude all forms of violence as 
fundamentally unreligious. Here Jesus’ example is even 
more demanding than His words. 


Jesus Himself must have given much thought to the 
political problems of His day, but He opted for 
nonviolence, claiming: “My kingdom is not of this world.” 
As followers of Christ, neither is ours.

Give to Caesar what is Caesar’s 


October 18, 1981, Twenty-Ninth Sunday of 
Ordinary Time. Isaiah 45:1, 4-6; 1 Thessalonians. 
1:1-5; Matthew 22:15-21. 


Christians do not live in a vacuum. We live in a real 
(though fallen) world, yet we struggle to live a life in 
the Spirit. Both make demands upon us, and we are 
forced to choose between them. We are to love God 
and seek His kingdom; we are to love our neighbor; 
only then do the things of the world have any claim 
on us. 


Our reading from Isaiah reminds us that God is 
the Lord of history. Israel was carried off into 
captivity by Babylon in 587 B.C.; Babylon in turn 
was captured by Cyrus of Persia in 538, and the 
people of God were restored to their homeland, the 
Holy Land. 


TO THE CASUAL observer this might seem to be 
one more episode in the drama of human history, 
and nothing more. But to the follower of Isaiah, who, 
scholars believe, wrote the mid-section of the book 
which bears the great prophet’s name, Cyrus is an 
instrument of the Lord, an.anointed one, a term that 
is also used in the messianic sense for the One who 
is to come. 


God is the Lord of history as seen through the 


eyes of faith. Just as the exile itself was seen as 
God’s punishment for a selfish and sinful people 
who violated their covenant with Him, so the return 
is seen as an expression of His love for Israel. 


Our Sunday cycle (year “A”) from now until Christ 
the King (which ends the liturgical year) lists five 
readings from St. Paul’s first letter to the church at 
Thessalonica, although the Solemnity of All Saints 
in two weeks will interrupt the sequence from 
Thessalonians. 


THIS IS PROBABLY the earliest of the 27 books 
which make up the New Testament, and dates from 
about 51 A.D., less than a generation after Jesus’ 
resurrection. The apostle reminds his converts that 
the Gospel they received was not a matter of mere 
words, but came to them in “power” (miracles) and 
“Spirit” (charismatic gifts). 

On the part of the Thessalonians, faith is to be 
something more than mere words, too. Having been 
“chosen” by God’s providence, they have proved 
their faith by “laboring in love” and remaining 
steadfast in their hope. Faith is a dialogue, and when 
God speaks, we are obliged to respond with 
something more than the spoken word; faith is more 
than what we say, it is also what we do. 


Our Gospel passage from St. Matthew raises the 


age-old question of Church vs. state. Jesus is 
caught between the anti-Roman party (the 
Pharisees) and the Roman sympathizers (the 
Herodians). “Is it lawful to pay tax to the emperor or 
not?” they asked him. 


AN AFFIRMATIVE answer is treason to Israel, a 
negative answer treason to Rome. Since the 
emperor's image is on the coinage, Jesus answers, 
“Let the emperor have what is his.” But the 
implication is clear: since all is God's, the obligation 
to the state is not an absolute one. | 


The state does have rights, but only to a point, 
since the sovereignty it exercises comes from God 
alone. Our obligation to the temple order can only 
go so far; it is then that the Christian must form his 
conscience, sometimes painfully and sometimes at 
great personal cost, in the light of the Gospel. 


In his recent encyclical, On Human Work, Pope 
John Paul reminds us that any economic system, 
whether capitalist or socialist, which places profit 
before well-being is evil; the U.S. bishops have 
taken stands against capital punishment and 
racism...This unsettles many people, who think the 
Church should preserve the status quo, but the 
Gospel challenges us to challenge the world we are 
a part of.

SAN DIEGO — This Sunday is World Mission Day 
and last year’s San Diego Catholics responded to 
Pope John Paul II’s missionary appeal for the 
Society for the Propagation of the Faith with a 
generosity which made them seventh in per-capita 
giving in the United States. 


But the pennies and sacrifices of the young 
people in the diocese made them first in per-capita 
giving to the other pontifical missionary society, the 
Holy Childhood Association, to the tune of well over 
$100,000. 


THE CREDIT, of course, goes first of all to the 
children themselves, and their parochial school and 
CCD principals and teachers, as well as their 
pastors and parents, who have made them aware of 
their own responsibility to the missions, something 
Pope John Paul has stressed in his message for this 
year’s World Mission Day. 


But so many good things would not have 
happened without the tireless efforts of two Sisters 
of St. Joseph of Carondelet, Kathleen Corbett and 
Mary Ellen Kowalski, co-directors of the Pontifical 
Association of the Holy Childhood; they are part of 
the diocesan Missions Office under Father Anthony 
Chylewski. 


“We try to make children aware of the obligation, 
both of prayer and sacrifice, they have to other 
children in the world who are much less fortunate 
than they are,” said Sister Mary Ellen, who creates 
almost all of the graphics used by the Missions 
Office. 


SISTER KATHLEEN, who is responsible for the 
audio-visual aids used in making parochial and 
CCD youngsters aware of the missions story, said 


the work of Holy Childhood is “children helping 
children.” 

The Sisters are the catalysts in the diocesan Holy 
Childhood effort. During the course of the year they 
work with both the Catholic Schools Office and the 
Office of Religious Education, as well as the pastors, 
to arrange visits to each parochial school and 
school of religion. 

In addition, they coordinate the annual Youth for 
Youth Walk to raise money for the missions, publish 
a newsletter on a regular basis during the school 
year and, with Father Anthony, hold an annual 
Christmas party for all principals, teachers, and 
their spouses who. have helped Holy Childhood 
during the year. 

“THEY CARE, they share, they are very 
concerned,” said Sister Kathleen of the cooperation

she gets from the educators in the diocese. “Our 
duty is mission education, and when we educate, 
the kids respond.” 


The pennies and other small change donated by 
the children add up, Sister Mary Ellen said. 


She noted that with an overhead of less than three 
percent, almost 98 cents of every dollar collected in 
our diocese by Holy Childhood goes directly to the 
missions. 


“Our priorities are food, medicine, and clothing, 
and any money left over is dispensed for 
educational purposes, and never to buildings,” said 
Sister, who has seen the mission money at work 
firsthand in Peru and Bolivia.

Pope plans to visit Spain 


CASTELGANDOLFO (NC) — Pope John Paul II 
told Spanish pilgrims that he hoped a papal visit to 
Spain, originally announced for October 1981 by 
the Spanish bishops, would be rescheduled “in the 
not too distant future.” 


The pilgrims came to mark the beginning of a year 
of celebrations commemorating the 400th 
anniversary of the death of St. Teresa of Avila. 


In 1970 Pope Paul VI declared St. Teresa a doctor 
of the Church, the first woman to be so honored. 


In his talk to the pilgrims, Pope John Paul called 
St. Teresa, a 15th-century mystic and Carmelite 
reformer, “one of the major figures of Church 
history.” 

He also wished that the forthcoming year would 
be “a year of renewal in faith, hope, and interior 
religion” for Spanish Catholics.

$5 Buys lunch for one month for one blind

In the year 1203, ransomed by his 
wealthy father, a cloth merchant, Francis 
Bernadone returned to Assisi after spend- 
ing a year in Perugia’s dungeons as a 
prisoner of war. 

A few short years later, Francis’ father 
hauled him before the bishop of -Assisi, 
irate because Francis had sold some of the 
merchant’s cloth to raise money to repair 
a church. : 

In a famous scene immortalized by the

painter, Giotto, Francis responded by dra- 
matically throwing off all his clothes and 
saying, ‘Until now I was known as the 
son of Pietro Bernadone; now I will simp- 
ly say, ‘Our Father. . . 


WHAT EVENTS and what forces in 
Italian society changed this wealthy son of 
a merchant into the poor man of Assisi 
and the saint whose 800th birthday we 
celebrate this year? 

We do not know precisely what trig- 
gered his conversion, but some of its ele- 
ments include his solitude as .a prisoner 


followed by a year of illness; his concern 
for lepers and his desire for solitude; 
above all, by his hearing the Gospel’s 
words in a new way. 

Every conversion is a movement to 
something and a movement away from 
something. Italy in the 13th century was 
marked by incredible violence and 
widespread corruption. The wealthy 
lifestyle favored by people like Francis’ 
father contrasted sharply with the misera- 
ble lives led by other people. 


- FOR FRANCIS, conversion meant a

rejection of the worship of wealth and the 
violence of his society. And what marked 
the beginning of his conversion, accord- 
ing to his own ‘‘Testament”’ at the end of 
his life, was a shift away from loathing 
lepers to loving them. For, in the time of 
Francis, lepers were feared and shunned. 
Ostracized from society, they could be 
found living outside any Italian town. 


Once converted, Francis chose to live 
simply, close to nature. He shared his 
food with the poor, embraced the lepers 
and gave. away all his material posses- 
sions. In addition, he preached to every- 
one he met and prayed away the night. 


His infectious gaity and-deep love for 
the simple animals, his willingness to live 
poorly for the love of God, his charm as a 
person and his passionate love for others 
has endeared Francis to Christians and 
non-Christians alike. 


WHO CAN resist a person who 
advises his brothers never to cut down 
living trees when looking for firewood 
. . . who insists that the friary’s vegetable 
garden should always be bordered in 
beautiful flowers to remind us of the 
beauty of God? 


Yet the very attractiveness of Francis’ 
personality can be misleading. Some peo- 
ple tend to romanticize Francis into a 
medieval Dr. Doolittle who talks to the 
animals or to see him as a kind of charm- 
ing hippie who lived close to nature. Such 
pictures are not only misleading — they 
are false. 

For the secret to understanding Francis 
can be found in his utter seriousness. 
Once converted, he determined to follow 
Christ as closely and as literally as he 
could. 

Francis revelled in the beauty of the 
world because he had a strong sense that 
creation is a gift from God. God made the 
world and the world is good. Everything 
around him spoke of the goodness of God 
and was a hymn of praise to the Creator. 


FRANCIS’ capacity for gratitude was 
closely linked to his love for poverty. For 
Francis, the true nature of poverty was to 
be found in the cross. Poverty means liv- 
ing totally under the shadow of God’s 
providence and in imitation of Christ who 
gave himself up even ‘‘to the death on a 
cross.” , 

Like every great saint, then, Francis 
forces people to ask how serious an 
impact Christ makes on their lives. He 
forces people to confront the issue of just 
how far they are willing to go in living the 
Gospel. 

Trying to imitate Francis draws us a lit- 
tle closer to the terrifying demands of the 


message of Christ.

Didn’t Jesus say that he came to “‘set at 
liberty the oppressed?”’ - 


A THIRD sign is the search for the 


unity of Christians and for a new era in 
relations between Christians and Jews. 

But there is also darkness in the world. 
Hunger still stalks about. The planet’s 


southern half faces starvation while the . 


northern part wastes resources. 
Greed, violence, terrorism and war are 


not hard to come by. ~- 

The question is, what happens if one 
develops a disturbing sense of the world’s 
darkness? What if one is engulfed by fear 
or anger because of the shape of what is 
happening? 


DOES ONE grow numb, paralyzed by 
a sense that “‘there is nothing we can do 
that will matter?’’ 

— How can I, one Christian person, re- 
spond to the sin that keeps half the world 
near starvation? 

— How can I protect the world from 
the forces of violence? 

When | think about this I recall the law 
of physics which says: ‘‘Everything is con- 
nected.” 

And I recall my belief that when I 
change, positive forces are set in motion. 


FINALLY I recall that Jesus, who 
healed, reconciled and liberated, did 
something else: He asked us to change 
our selves. 

That’s when I sense that, confronted by 
violence, I should look for the violence in 
me. Witnessing greed or terrorism, I 
ought to ask: Have I ever acted as though 


my own needs were the world’s most 
important needs? 

I think this attention to my own greed 
or violence is among the ways for me to 
have some affect on the sin in the world 
— because we are all connected in the 
world of the hear and now. As Theodore 
Roszak has written, ‘“The fate of the soul 
is the fate of the social order.” 


WHEN ONE asks, “What in me 
blocks grace?’’ it is a way of restoring 
hope in the world — of seeing that the 
divine is meant to be wedded to the 
human. Through us, God can make his 
presence felt in this world where selfish- 
ness and sin and grace mingle. 

The transfiguration of the world is 
underway. 

In fact, the wedding of the human and 
divine is something like what happens 
when two people marry. They bring to 
their union a collection of strengths and 
weaknesses, or narrowness and 
generosity. 

But out of that improbable mixture, 
new life can be born. The transformation

their peers as a first step in becom- 
ing independent of their parents. 
According to the sociologist, 
-competitiveness is one of the pri- 
mary lessons taught by society — a 
lesson she sees reinforced through 
most of an individual’s life. People 
pick up the message that they 
should.be “‘better than others or at 
least as good as other people.”’ 
Schools encourage competitive- 
ness in subtle ways, for example 
when children “learn they will be 
called on if they raise their hand,”’ 
the teacher explains. The same 
lesson is conveyed more obviously 
when children check to see who is 
getting the best grades or when 
they are excited about being picked 
for a team. The emphasis inevitab- 
ly is “‘on striving and succeeding.” 


THE IDEA that work is impor- 
tant is another emphasis in U.S. 
culture. There are ‘“‘no models of 


people who don’t do anything. It is 
taken for granted people will find a 
career and work hard,’’ Dr. 
Cashion remarks. For women, this 
can mean choosing to work at 
home and take care of a family. 

A further sign of this attitude is 
shown in the widespread view that 
“being on welfare is a disgrace,” 
the Georgetown professor says. 
There is a subtle implication that 
people are on welfare because they 
“are not taking care of them- 
selves.”” 

Do the values encouraged by a 
given society lead to the best possi- 
ble society? 

Not always, asserts Ms. Cashion. 
In her view, American society is 
too competitive. She would like to 
see more cooperation between 
people, more awareness that ‘‘we 
only have one life, so how can we 
piroa it more comfortable for 
other:

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Seeing ourselves

What hopes and fears do Americans 
share? According to a recent survey con- 
ducted by Psychology Today magazine, 
Americans, speaking of their personal 
lives, fear more than anything else that 
their standard of living will be lowered. 
Second, they fear ill health for them- 
selves. And, in third place is the fear of 
war. 

It follows, as the magazine reported, 
that in terms of their personal lives, 
Americans hope most for a higher stan- 
dard of living. In terms of the nation, 
however, Americans most fear war, while 
they hope most strongly for economic 
stability. 


AMERICANS are being polled. They 
are asked their views on political candi- 
dates, personal lifestyles, national issues, 
television programs, reading preferences, 
family size, and many other matters. 

The pollsters are trying to find out what 
we are like: that is, what we are as a 
national group, or perhaps as a group in a 
given region. 

There is a sort of passion in society to 
discover how we are thinking and what 
we want. What makes Americans happy? 
What makes them sad? 


THIS IS an interesting exercise be- 
cause we are part of society. And the way 
society develops profoundly influences 
the ways our personal lives are structured. 

Society is somewhat like a mirror. If we 
look into the habits of society, we find out 

- something about our habits. 

We are the way we are — partly — be- 

cause society is the way it is. 


THUS, since society is much different 
now than 50 years ago, our personal lives 
are much different too. 

— We are television watchers, for 
example. Amercians spend hours each 
day watching television. This means that 


the way people spend their leisure time 
has changed. Perhaps it also means people 
have more leisure time. 

— We travel further distances in less 
time. This means we have begun to think 
of our world as smaller than it used to be. 
It means we are more mobile; because of 

_ their jobs, many adults live far from their 
parents. 

— Computers and other forms of tech- 
nology (even robots) are part of more and 
more jobs. A still-growing number of 
society’s people work with information, in 
one way or another. 

— Because of the ease of mobility, the 
higher divorce rate and other factors, we 
view our neighborhoods differently than 
was once the case. People know that their 
neighbors may move away. As a result 
the neighborhood is not the dependable 
source of stability it once was. 


— FINALLY, smaller family size, 
changing uses of leisure time, neighbor- 
hood instability, the divorce rate, pres- 
sures of the consumer mentality, and 
other factors mean that there is no 
relatively fixed definition of the word 
“‘family’” that children in society at large 
will grow up with. 

Those are just a few examples of how 
society has changed. Our lives are shaped 
by such changes in at least two general 
ways: 

1. The very structures of our lives are 
changed. We travel further, have 
different jobs, watch television, etc. 

2. Our concerns are changed. We are 
concerned that children gain some sound 
idea of what a family is, of what worth- 
while work is, of how to form personal 
values. 


PROBABLY most people want a 
fuller understanding of who they are. The 
Christian journey of belief is a journey 
toward a fuller awareness of what we want 
and what the meaning of this life can be. 


In our society, many forces are at work 
telling what we should look like, what — 


in society's mirror 


those we are connected with in society 
want, and what is considered a good way 
to live. 

If the society around us functions 
somewhat like a mirror, however, the 
image we see of ourselves in it is 
incomplete. We are what we are because

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society is what it is. But, there is (literally) 
more to each of us than meets the eye. 

If the full story of who we are is to be 
told, that ‘‘something more” needs to be 
accounted for. 


Who are we? What do our lives mean? 
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One more powerful will come

John the Baptizer announced that 
someone more powerful than he was to 
come. And Mark’s Gospel does not leave 
the reader waiting to find-out who that 
someone will be. 

Mark says immediately: ‘During that 
time, Jesus came from Nazareth in 


Galilee and was baptized by John in the 
Jordan.” 


JOHN WAS preaching ‘‘a baptism of 
repentance which leads to the forgiveness 
of sins.” Why then is Jesus joining the 
crowds flocking to John? To do penance? 

A later generation of Christians found 
this embarrassing. For instance, the evan- 
gelist Matthew felt constrained to have 


John protest at seeing Jesus coming to 
him for baptism. 

But a main point of Mark’s theology is 
precisely the fact that Jesus achieved vic- 
tory through humiliation, by identifying 
himself with weak, sinful humanity. Mark 
makes the point right at the beginning of 
his Gospel by stating without qualification 
oe Jesus was baptized in the Jordan by 

fo) 


BUT THEN he balances this emphasis 
on the abasement of Jesus by making a 
dramatic profession of faith in Jesus as the 
Son of God. In a highly symbolic scene in 
which a voice speaks and a dove comes 
down through the clouds, Mark describes 
what, for him, was a personal experience 
of Jesus. 


Actually this scene is designed to tell 
the reader in unmistakable terms just who 
this Jesus of Nazareth is. Mark achieves 
this not just by the description itself, but 
by a clever use of allusions to the Old 
Testament which suggest even more than 
the story itself. 


The reference to Jesus’ seeing the sky 
rent in two brings to mind the moving 
prayer of Isaiah in the Old Testament: 
“Oh, that you would rend the heavens 
and come down!”’ 


THIS PRAYER was a plea that God 
would enter once more into the history of 
his people to save them from the forces of 
evil. Subtly but clearly, therefore, Mark is 
saying that the prayer has now been 
answered. 


God has entered human history 
definitively in the person of Jesus, upon 
whom he sends his Spirit. Jesus is given 
power to do battle with evil and to con- 
quer it. 


Why the Spirit is said to descend on 
him like a dove no one really knows. The 
symbolism here is hard to track down. 


In the gospel story, the voice is heard 
only by Jesus, whose identity remains 
hidden from his contemporaries. 
However, Mark wants it to be heard by 
his readers. 


HERE, TOO, Mark has drawn on Old 
Testament passages, especially Psalm 2, a 
favorite with early Christians: ‘‘The Lord 
said to me, ‘You are my son; this day I 
have begotten you.’ ”’ 


This psalm was recited at the installa- - 
tion of the king. Its use means Jesus is 
declared the king, the Son of God in a 
unique sense. 


The words suggest also the words of 
God to his servant, “‘Here is my servant 
whom I uphold, my chosen one with 
whom I am pleased, upon whom I have 
put my Spirit’? — words from Isaiah. 


The Son will accomplish his mission by 
following the path of the suffering ser- 
vant, the Son of Man who ‘“‘has come not 
to be served but to serve — to give his life 
in ransom” (Mark 10:45). 


EMPOWERED by the Spirit, then, 
Jesus will be driven to confront evil in its 
conventional habitat, the desert. The con- 
flict with the personification of evil, Satan, 
will continue throughout his life, with the 
issue. decided only on Calvary. 


Thus, in the desert, Mark dramatizes in 
advance an essential feature in the portrait

Confessional breached 


LA PAZ, Bolivia (NC) — After 
Church authorities complained that a 
secret agent had posed as a priest 
and had heard confessions from 
political prisoners, the military 
government dismissed the man, 
Alvaro Alarcon Azcui. 


Alarcon was a regular visitor in 
prisons and detention sites. Dressed 
as a priest with a cross on his chest, 
he would approach prisoners who 
wished to go to confession. Later 
Church sources received complaints 
from prisoners and relatives that the 
information was being used against 
them and others. 


Archbishop Jorge Manrique of La 
Paz denounced the practice as “an 
offense against the Church” and an 
abuse of the secrecy of the confes- 
sional.

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Is war morally allowable? 
A response to military vicars

BALTIMORE (NC) — Catholic 
teaching supports not only the 


individual’s decision to abstain from ° 


any participation in warfare, but also 
those who consider all war immoral 
and unjust, according to a booklet 
prepared for the Baltimore archdio- 
cesan justice and peace commission. 


Declaring that Christians, by their 
very nature, are “biased. toward 
peace,” the 62-page document titled 
War and the Roman Catholic 
Conscience argues that the values of 
peace and social responsibility 
“necessarily weight and. color any 
decisions of conscience we make.” 


THE BOOKLET, written by Sulpi- 
cian Father Thomas F. Schindler of 
St. Mary’s Seminary in Baltimore, is 
an extensive compilation of modern 
Church teachings on the questions of 
war and conscience. 


The booklet relies heavily on 
documents of Vatican II, the modern 
«popes, and the early fathers of the 
Church and serves as one response 
to the U.S. Military Vicariate, which 
earlier released a study citing “wide- 
spread confusion” over Catholic 


teaching on war and peace. 


The 140-page study first delivered 
at a meeting of Catholic military 
vicars in Rome, questioned the inter- 
pretations of many Catholic peace 
activists. It strongly emphasized that 
neither the just war theory nor the 
production of nuclear weapons has 
been rejected by Church leaders. 


ALTHOUGH the new booklet 
emerged out of the justice and peace 
commission’s experience in setting 
up draft counseling centers in the 
Baltimore archdiocese, it is “not 
limited to conscientious objectors 
because the issue of war and 
conscience, especially in this nuclear 
age, is an issue for everyone,” said 
Father Schindler. 


The teaching of the Church at 
present supports both those who 
believe that war can be morally 
allowable and those who oppose all 
war, he said. “It is important, 
therefore, that we in the Roman 
Catholic community give approval 
and encouragement to individuals 
reaching a decision on either side of 
this issue.”

Jesuits question priest’s ‘confession’

Jesuit headquarters in Rome has 
denied statements by a Guatemalan 
Jesuit that the order is directly or 
indirectly involved with a Guatemalan 
guerrilla group. 


Such statements “lack any founda- 
tion,” said a statement issued by 
Father Jean-Claude Dietsch, a 
spokesman for the Jesuit order. 


THE STATEMENT was issued after 
Jesuit Father Luis Eduardo Pellecer, 
a 35-year-old Guatemalan, appeared 
on a televised press conference in 
Guatemala to say that he had been a 
member of the Guerrilla Army of the 
Poor. 


Previously, the Central American 
headquarters of the Jesuits, which 
covers Guatemala, had denied the 
validity of Father Pellecer’s state- 
ments, saying he was forced. by 
Guatemalan security forces to make 


his televised confession of Sept. 30. 


Jesuits in Venezuela, Central 
America, Panama, and Mexico also 
issued statements in early October on 
the situation. All questioned the 
validity of Father Pellecer’s confes- 
sion and asked that police release the 
priest. 


BEFORE MAKING his television 
appearance Sept. 30, Father Pellecer 
had been missing since June 6 and 
Church sources generally believed 
he had been kidnapped by pro- 
government forces critical of his 
social action work in slum areas. 
However, Father Pellecer had been in 
police custody for most of that time. 


Meanwhile, several lay people who 
had worked with him have been 
kidnapped or killed, including a 
secretary at the archdiocesan 
chancery.

buildings...the British presence was 
oppressive.” 


In his conversations with Belfast 
Catholics, said Shannon, “I! never 
heard anyone attack the Church. !am: 
grateful that we will not have any 
more deaths, but | also think the strike 
was a success. | don’t think anyone 
would fault the clergy for helping to 
end the strike.” 


ALTHOUGH SOME strikers’ 
families had made promises that 
they would not authorize medical

care once the strikers lapsed into 
unconsciousness, said Shannon, 
“Who would tell a mother not to 
intervene? | am sure the Catholic 
clergy would tell them what was right 
under the circumstances.” 


Prisoners’ relatives, after meeting 
with Father Dennis Faul, achaplain at 
the Maze, had earlier authorized 
treatment to save the men’s lives. 
Cardinal Tomas O’Fiaich, archbishop 
of Armagh and primate of all Ireland, 
had urged compromises by both the 
prisoners and the British government 
to end the strike. 


Asks end to Catholic football 


RICHMOND, Va. (NC) — Bishop 
Walter F. Sullivan of Richmond called 
for an end to Catholic-sponsored 
grade and high school football in his 
diocese Oct. 5 after an eighth-grader 
on a parish team died in a game. 


Calling football “violence under the 
guise of fun and games,” the bishop 
said it is too dangerous for adoles- 
cents and that it fosters unhealthy 
attitudes as well. 


“CAN ELEMENTARY and high 
school football be called a sport? 
Each year over 50,000 youngsters 
suffer injuries,” the bishop wrote in 
the Richmond diocesan newspaper, 
The Catholic Virginian. 


“Can football promote respect life 
attitudes when violence is at the heart 
of the contest?” he added. 


“The constant threat of serious 
injury and even death far outweighs 
any justification for such games 
under Catholic auspices. Glorifica- 
tion of violence does not promote 
moral growth and formation in our 
young people. Animosity among 


players goes contrary to the values of 
care and concern for one another,” he 
said. 


TERRENCE Robinson, 14, of 
Richmond died Sept. 19 of a head 
injury in a football game he was 
playing as a member of St. Bridget’s 
parish team. 


Bishop Sullivan said that “Terrence 
was special to me because | baptized 
him when | was rector of the 
cathedral” in Richmond. 


“Our Catholic schools supposedly 
follow the Virginia accreditation 
standards, which forbid elementary 
school sponsorship of competitive 
- sports,” the bishop wrote. 


“UNFORTUNATELY, because of 
tremendous pressure from parents 
and youngsters themselves, people 
skirt the intention of the prohibition 
by forming athletic associations 
which are outside the realm and 
supervision of both school and 
parish,” he said.

The hunger strike is not new to 
Ireland, noted Shannon, and was first 
used after the Easter Rebellion of 
1916 which resulted in the partition of 
Ireland several years later. “I agree 
essentially with Cardinal O’Fiaich on 
the morality of the hunger strike as a 
weapon,” he said. “The cardinal said 
that if a man’s conscience was Clear 
when he entered that course of 
action, who but God could say if he is 
right or wrong?” 


POPE JOHN PAUL intervened 
personally earlier this year when he 
sent a personal secretary, Father 
John Magee, to Ulster shortly before 
Bobby Sands, the first of the strikers, 
died; his plea to end the death-fast 
was ignored and Sands died holding, 
it was said, a crucifix sent to him by 
the pontiff. 


The question of fasting to death for 
a political cause is a complex one, 
noted Shannon. Irish Bishop Casey 
said the hunger strike was tragic not 
only because of the lives lost, but 
because of the sympathy it gained for 
the IRA, a position also taken by 
Cardinal O’Fiaich after the death of 
hunger striker Raymond McCreesh. 


IN WASHINGTON, Redemptorist 
Father Sean McManus, director of the 
Irish National Caucus, said: “Thank 
God the hunger strike is over. We are 
very relieved that no more brave, 
young men are going. to die.” 


Shannon feels that it is only a 
matter of time until public pressure at 
home forces Britain to withdraw her 
troops from Northern Ireland and the 
six counties of Ulster, where 
Catholics are a minority, are reunified 
with the 32 counties of the Republic 
to the south, which is predominantly 
Roman Catholic. Protestants have 


“never faced any form of discrimina- 


tion there, he said. 


As a first step to reunification, he 
said, Ireland is taking a look at her 
own constitution, which gives the 
Roman Catholic Church. official 
recognition, with a view to possible 
revisions which would ease Protes- 
tant fears of being incorporated intoa 
unified and heavily Roman Catholic 
Ireland. 


WITH THE HUNGER strike now 
ended, Father Faul, Maze chaplain, 


‘expressed the hope that a first step - 


had been taken toward ending the 
800-year-old Irish-British feud, which 
has become a religious confrontation 
since the Reformation. 


“The heroic deaths of the ten 
hunger strikers has in fact estab- 
lished political status for the 
prisoners in the eyes of the world. 
Now, the only thing that can be done 
for political prisoners is to give them 


_ political freedom,” he said, adding 
‘that an amnesty could foster a 


political solution.

Presbyterian saint

NEW YORK (NC) — My faithful 


readers may have noticed — Both of 


them are very perceptive — that I’ve 
devoted a good deal of ink and 
passion over the past few months to 
lamenting Hollywood’s long-stand- 
ing love affair with the anti-hero. You 
know, the kind of disaffected, 
laidback sort of guy that Jack 
Nicholson has made a career. of 
playing, though now young William 
Hurt bids fair to take the tarnished 
and dented crown away from him.

lf these hotshot young directors 
knew anything about life other than 
the celluloid-filtered view of it they 
imbibed as callow teen-agers, | wrote 
with my usual lack of charity, they 
would have noticed that heroic men 
and women are very much in 
evidence even today. Only in 
Hollywood’s impoverished imagina- 
tion, | wrote, is ours the era of the anti- 
hero. 


| SAW A screening of Chariots of 
Fire, and all | want to say here is that 
you've got to make every effort to see 
it if it comes within 100 miles of where 
you live. That is, you've got to see it if 
you love movies but, like me, have 
almost given up hope of ever again 
being inspired by one. 

Chariots of Fire is a true story. 
You'll meet a saint in it. Atleast | think 
he was one. The Roman congrega- 
tion in charge of this sort of thing 
would no doubt demur, but not as 
vehemently as he himself would have 
done. For not only was Eric Liddell a 
humble man, but the Catholic notion 
of sainthood had to have been 
anathema to his sturdy Scottish 
Presbyterian soul. 


Chariots of Fire is about two extra- 
ordinary and quite different young 
Englishmen, both of them winners of 
gold medals as sprinters in the 1924 
Olympic Games at Paris, both of 
them, each in his own highly individ- 
ualistic way, outsiders. 


ERIC LIDDELL, a Scot born in 
China of missionary parents, ran 
quite literally for God’s sake. Harold 
Abrahams, a Jew, the son of a 
Lithuanian immigrant who attained 
wealth in his adopted land, ran, again 
quite literally, to beat the anti-Semitic 
Anglo-Saxon establishment at its 
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own game, or at least one of its own 
games. 


The film’s dramatic tension comes 
from Abrahams’ struggle, under a 
skilled trainer’s tutelage, to gain an 
“extra two yards” after a demoralizing 
loss to Liddell — his first defeat ever; 
and from Liddell’s decision to forfeit 
his chance for an Olympic gold medal 
by refusing to take part in a prelim-

inary heat on Sunday. 


Liddell remained steadfast in his 
resolve even when the British 
Olympic Committee recruited no less 
a personage than the Prince of Wales 
to persuade him to relent for the sake 
of national honor. For Liddell put his 
God ahead of his king, a scandalous 
choice of priorities in the eyes of any 
true English gentleman. 


| found Liddell’s story much more 
fascinating, and obviously more 
inspiring, than that of Abrahams. 
Abrahams succeeded all too well in 
what he was attempting to do. The

Anglo-Saxon establishment took 
him, a Cambridge graduate, to its 
bosom — a bosom that, from the 
evidence of the film at least, he much 
preferred to Abraham’s — and he died 
a few years ago, renowned as the 
elder statesman of British athletics. 


Eric Liddell, on the other hand, 
remained an outsider to the end. After 
graduating from the University of 
Edinburgh in 1925, he went back to 
China, the land of his birth, and 
worked there for 20 years as a 
teacher-missionary. Interned by the 
Japanese at the outbreak of the war, 
he died in a prison camp at Weihsien, 
Shantung Province, a few months 
before Japan’s surrender. 


PVE NEVER been fond of muscular 
Christianity — the concept of a 
Catholic All-American football team, 
for example, dismays me. How good 
it is to see passion and force put into 
the service of God instead of self, to 
see it concentrated to achieve 
something great instead of dissipated 
in the narcissistic fashion so popular 
today. 


But go see Chariots of Fire and 
judge for yourself. And let’s hope that 
filmmakers of the stature of director 
Hugh Hudson and producer David 
Puttnam will someday get around to 
Bishop Oscar Romero, Maryknoll 

_Bishop James E. Walsh, and so many 
others who lived and died for their 
faith, Catholics and Protestants alike.
